Atlantn, Gtt., Dec, 21 — i 
Sen. Walter F. George, D., G'a., 
Chairman of the 
senate 
finance 
committee, holds out no hope of an 
decrease In federal lax levies. 
It now seems that the 
war in 
Europe will run well into 1045, 
George said during 
an 
address 
here Wednesday, "and It is hardly 
likely that nny tax relief may be 
expected before it is over," 
George said thai the war is using 


far more than the national income 
of 
approximately 
$50,000,000,000- 


(B) annually of which $40,000,000,- 
-(B> is derived from taxation. 
George spoke during ceremonies 
at Emory university at which he 
was given an honorary doctor of 
laws degree. Former secretary ot 
stale Cordoll Hull was 
to 
have- 
been with him but his illness kept 
him away. He was given lhe same 
decree, in absentia. 


George snid that it is through 
proper training of the 
youth of 


America that the hope for eventual 
world peace can be reali/ed. 
"None of us," he said, "can as- 
sume any greater task than that of 
giving proper training to the youth 
ot our country — a training that 
will fit them for intelligent citizen- 
ship."

Little Rock, Dec. 21 — (/P)— Good 
limes have reduced considerably 
Arkansas franchise lax delinquen- 
cies and have brought a corre- 
sponding cut in the amount of spe- 
cial attorneys' fees that the -state 
pays for collecting them, the stale 
treasurer's office said today.
